Porter  Fund  Makes  Second  Pledge  Toward  Porter  Gymnasium  Renovation 


A recent  grant  from  the  James  Hyde 
Porter  Fund  brings  the  total  pledged  by  the 
fund  to  $35,000.  Designated  for  the 
renovation  of  the  James  Hyde  Porter  Gym- 
nasium, this  figure  represents  31  % of  the 
$110,000  needed  to  complete  the  gym- 
nasium project. 

Wesleyan  plans  to  establish  an  outstand- 
ing physical  fitness  center  for  students  on 
the  campus  and  to  extend  the  use  of  the 
facilities  to  women  in  the  middle  Georgia 
community.  At  present,  many  community 
groups  use  the  gymnasium  facilities  for 
special  events.  The  renovated  facility  will 
expand  the  use  of  the  Porter  Gymnasium 
far  beyond  its  present  use.  A total-fitness 
center  open  day  and  evening  hours  will  of- 
fer Wesleyan  students  and  women  in  the 
community  a superior  opportunity  to 
become  involved  in  physical  fitness  as  a 
lifetime  activity. 

The  first  grant  designated  for  the  gym- 
nasium project  was  received  from  the 
Porter  Fund  in  1985,  enabling  Wesleyan 
to  begin  the  renovations.  Plans  for  the 
Porter  Gymnasium  include  painting,  new 
lighting  and  carpeting  for  the  locker  and 
lounge  areas;  a deep  refinishing  of  the 
athletic  gymnasium  floor;  a physical  fitness 
room  with  exercise  equipment,  air  condi- 
tioning units,  an  acoustical  ceiling  and  new 
carpet;  and  a whirlpool. 


James  Hyde  Porter  established  himself 
in  the  history  of  Wesleyan  as  one  of  its 
greatest  benefactors  and  champions.  Mr. 
Porter’s  deep  interest  in  Wesleyan  was  that 
of  a prominent  Methodist  Layman  for  a 
Methodist  college  for  women  related  to  the 
North  Georgia,  South  Georgia  and  Florida 


Conferences  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  His  dedication  to  the  College  was 
manifested  through  many  gifts  to  Wesleyan 
during  his  lifetime  and  was  further 
demonstrated  through  a beneficent 
bequest.

Atlanta  Foundation  Supports  Renovation  of  Taylor  Hall 


A grant  of  $75,000  has  been  received 
from  The  J.M.  Tull  Foundation  of  Atlan- 
ta, making  the  Tull  Foundation  the  second 
foundation  to  join  in  support  of  the  $2 
million  renovation  of  the  Robert  Jenks 
Taylor  Hall  for  Science  and  Mathematics. 

The  renovation  began  on  May  1 with  the 
removal  of  the  old  tabletops  from  the 
workbenches  in  the  laboratories.  By  the 
time  fall  semester  classes  begin,  Taylor 
Hall  will  have  updated  laboratories,  a new 
fire  escape  on  the  east  end  of  the  building 
and  new  restrooms  upstairs.  There  will  be 
new  laboratory  plumbing,  the  blackboards 
will  be  resealed,  and  the  behavorial  science 
lab  will  have  new  furniture.  The  chemical 
storage  area  will  be  moved  downstairs,  and 
the  lecture  rooms  will  be  refurbished  with 
new  lecterns  and  audio-visual  materials. 

Phase  II,  scheduled  to  begin  on  May  1, 
1987,  includes  plans  for  an  elevator,  a 
completely  new  air  handling  system  and  a 
microcomputer  room.

Plans  will  be  finalized  this  fall  for  the 
D.  Abbott  Turner  Program  in  Business 
Management,  a new  program  which  will 
combine  the  strengths  of  a traditional 
classroom  approach  to  the  fundamen- 
tals of  business  administration  with 
some  exciting  and  unique  additions. 

“We  expect  that  the  program  will  be  in 
place  in  the  spring  of  1987,”  said  Dean 
of  the  College  Kayron  McMinn. 

The  program  bears  the  name  of  one 
of  Wesleyan’s  most  devoted  friends  and 
benefactors,  the  late  D.  Abbott 
Turner.  An  accomplished  administrator 
and  businessman  whose  interests,  in- 
fluence and  benefactions  extended 
throughout  the  south,  Mr.  Turner  served 
on  the  Wesleyan  board  of  trustees  for 
18  years. 

A member  of  a family  long  dedicated 
to  Wesleyan,  Mr.  Turner  was  the  great- 
grandson  of  Bishop  George  Foster 
Pierce,  great  leader  of  Methodism  and 
first  president  of  Wesleyan.  His  grand- 
mother, Ella  Pierce  Turner,  was  a 
founder  of  the  Adelphean  Society  at 
Wesleyan,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Bradley  Turner,  was  awarded  an 
honorary  degree  from  Wesleyan.  Both 
daughters,  Sarah  Louise  Turner  Butler 
and  Betty  Turner  Corn,  are  Wesleyan 
graduates.

A trust  established  at  the  time  of  Mr. 
Turner’s  death  in  1982  has  enabled 
Wesleyan  to  fund  this  new  program.  Dr. 
Ron  Bird,  the  D.  Abbott  Turner  Professor 
of  Business  Administration,  will  direct  the 
program. 

‘The  establishment  of  the  D.  Abbott 
Turner  Program  in  Business  Management 
in  Wesleyan’s  Sesquicentennial  Year  will 


attract  national  attention  to  our  commit- 
ment to  quality  and  will  reaffirm  our 
institutional  purpose,”  said  Dr.  Bird. 

Students  enrolled  in  this  program  will 
receive  enhanced  emphasis  in  liberal  arts 
courses,  as  well  as  business  courses. 

The  program  will  incorporate  additional 
courses  in  writing,  courses  that  require 
critical  thinking  and  courses  in  interna- 
tional relations,  to  insure  a broader  world 
view. 

“Recent  studies  have  shown  that 
students  who  are  well  grounded  in  the 
liberal  arts,  who  write  well,  who  can  think 
analytically  and  critically,  and  who 
understand  their  social,  political,  and 
physical  environment,  rise  much  more 
rapidly  into  the  ranks  of  management 
than  do  technically  and  narrowly  trained 
students,”  said  Dean  McMinn. 

In  addition  to  a strengthened  liberal 
arts  component,  the  D.  Abbott  Turner 
Program  in  Business  Management  will  in- 
volve a great  deal  of  interaction  with 
community  business  leaders.  Dean 
McMinn  said.  “They  will  conduct 
seminars  and  supervise  internships  and 
will  bring  their  expertise  to  Wesleyan 
students.  We  are  excited  about  this  joint 
venture  with  the  business  leaders  in  the 
community  and  will  continue  to  seek  their 
assistance  as  the  program  is  developed.”

Betty  Ford  To  Speak  at  Wesleyan 


Former  First  Lady  Betty  Ford  will  speak 
at  Wesleyan  College  on  November  6 at 
11:15  a.m.  in  Porter  Auditorium.  Mrs. 
Ford’s  visit  to  Macon  will  be  co- 
sponsored by  the  College  and  Charter 
Lake  Flospital,  where  she  will  be  given  a 
tour  of  the  facilities. 

Mrs.  Ford  was  treated  for  chemical 
dependency  in  1978  and  ever  since  has 
been  an  advocate  for  improved 
awareness  and  education  in  the  areas  of 
alcoholism  and  drug  dependency.  She 
played  an  active  role  in  the  fundraising 
and  planning  of  the  Betty  Ford  Center,  a 
chemical  dependency  recovery  hospital 
which  opened  in  1982. 

A native  of  Illinois,  Mrs.  Ford 
discovered  her  love  of  dancing  at  the 
age  of  eight.  After  graduation  from  high 
school  in  Michigan,  she  attended  the 
Bennington  School  of  Dance  in  Vermont, 
where  she  met  Martha  Graham.  She 


studied  with  Ms.  Graham  in  New  York 
City  and  performed  as  a member  of  the 
Martha  Graham  Concert  Group. 

When  she  returned  to  Michigan,  she 
formed  her  own  dance  group  and  also 
taught  dance  to  handicapped  children.  In 
1948,  she  married  Gerald  R.  Ford,  just 
two  weeks  before  he  was  elected  to  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives.  Mrs.  Ford 
devoted  her  time  to  the  Republican  Par- 
ty, the  Episcopal  church  and  to  raising 
their  four  children.  In  1974,  Gerald  Ford 
became  president  of  the  United  States. 
As  First  Lady,  Mrs.  Ford  focused  her  at- 
tention on  the  arts,  handicapped  children 
and  women’s  issues.  Her  treatment  for 
breast  cancer  brought  the  disease  to  the 
attention  of  the  nation. 

Her  autobiography,  ‘The  Times  of  My 
Life,”  was  published  in  1978.  A second 
book,  as  yet  untitled,  will  be  published  in 
the  spring  of  1987.
